Opioid-based 
drug use up 
more than 40 %

following Health

Edmonton police said they 
have seen a large spike in weak 
opioids use in recent years, 
a report they made just after 
Health Canada approved a new 
generic version of oxycodone. 

Between 2010 and 2012, 
police reported a 42.1 per cent 
increase of the consumption of 
the opioid-based drugs, includ¬ 
ing different versions of oxy¬ 
codone. 

“We are seeing a fairly 
steady and significant use and 
abuse of oxycodone and other 


opioids,” said Det. Guy Pilon 
with the Edmonton drug and 
gang enforcement unit. “We 
don’t have a veiy severe prob¬ 
lem with heroin because ad¬ 
dicts are using oxycodone and 
similar products as a trade-off 
for it.” 

With Health Canada poised 
to introduce a new generic 
version of oxycodone to the 
market, Pilon noted police are 
not expecting to see a dramatic 
change in consumption. 

There are still several other 
generic versions currently 
available to users, who are usu¬ 
ally prescribed the painkiller by 
their doctor, he said. 

“They get addicted to it and 
they need more than what 
their doctor will provide,” Pilon 
added. 

Twenty-five-year-old Derek, 
from Calgaiy, has spent the 
better part of four years abus¬ 
ing Oxycoden, a version of oxy¬ 
codone. He said he began using

the drug after a surgeiy on his 
back. 

“The doctor prescribed me 
some and I started upping the 
dose a little bit,” said Derek, 
who didn’t want to disclose his 
last name. “I started using it 
more and more. Before long I 
was using more than could be 
filled by my prescription, so I 
bought it off a friend.” 

Derek said the pills quickly 
became a habit he couldn’t con¬ 
trol. “It really snuck up on me,” 
he said. “I was taking ten pills 
eveiy day before I realized how 
messed up I was.”

The Alberta Aviation Mu¬ 
seum is scrambling to make 
sure two of its prize exhibits 
can fly out before the City 
Centre Airport closes Satur¬ 
day. 

The museum’s Spirit of 
Edmonton biplane and its 
737 jet are both being moved 
to a proposed new museum 
at the Villeneuve airport. 

The biplane has only been 


waiting for some good weath¬ 
er, but the 737 is still going 
through a series of inspec¬ 
tions to make sure it is ready 
for the trip. 

The museum’s execu¬ 
tive director is optimistic 
they will be able to get both 
planes out in time. 

“The 737 has progressed 
well. The confidence level is 
high that we are going to be 
able to get it out,” said Tom 
Hinderlcs. 


Price tag 


$35-40K 

Executive director Tom Hinderks estimates 
the full cost of moving the plane to be 
between $35,000 and $40,000. 


The plane hasn’t flown 
since 2005, but Hinderks 
said it seems to be in tip-top 
shape. 

“The airplane is checking 
out marvelously, better than 
we had anticipated. She is a 
good old bird and she wants 
to go flying,” he said. 

Hinderks said the jet is 
important because it served 
with Pacific Western Airlines 
and flew from the City Cen¬ 
tre Airport. 

“It is the aircraft that real¬ 
ly brought the province into 
the jet age. It connected the 
province by jet,” he said. 

He said flying it out is real¬ 
ly the only option, because 
dismantling it and re-assem¬ 
bling it would cost $500,000.

Charges laid in 
pair of homicides 

Police have laid murder 
charges in two separate 
suspicious deaths that 
occurred in the city earlier 
this week. 

William Maclean, 71, 
was found dead in the 
basement cellar of his 
home on Nov. 26. His son, 
32-year-old Aaron Kohler, 
was charged with second- 
degree murder. 

Police say they were ap¬ 
proached by Kohler shortly 
after 10:30 p.m. on Tuesday 
and that he indicated he 
had killed his father at 
their home in the north 
end of the city. 

“The male was quite 
distraught, and the officers 
figured there was some 
mental-health issues they 
were dealing with,” said 
Staff Sgt. Bill Clark. 

Police determined that 
the cause of death was 
blunt-force trauma with a 
hammer. 

Meanwhile, police 
charged a 28-year-old 
Edmonton man with the 
death of Nicholas Kyriacou, 
following a shooting in the 
early hours of Nov. 27. 

Mohamed Hassan 
Sheikh Ahmed has been 
charged with man¬ 
slaughter with a firearm, 
unauthorized possession of 
a firearm, possession of a 
firearm contraiy to a pro¬ 
hibition order and failure 
to comply with a probation 
order. 

Clark alleges that the 
accused shot the 23-year- 
old victim in the head. 

“Our indications are 
(these two were) friends,” 
he said. “There was some 
indication of a minor 
argument between the 
two, and we believe some 
horsing around with a fire¬ 
arm, which resulted in the

Alberta’s justice minister Jona¬ 
than Denis says he’s keen to 
explore creating a database of 
former marijuana grow proper¬ 
ties that have not been properly 
remediated: a move that could 
put the province at odds with 
the federal government. 

Denis said he still wants to 
look closer at the results of a 
public consultation launched 
by the province last year on ma¬ 
rijuana grow-ops, but said a pri- 
maiy focus is lingering health 
dangers in homes formerly 
used to grow the drug. 

“The black mould that can 
form in some of these proper¬ 
ties — you don’t even see it,” 
Denis said. “It renders them un¬ 
inhabitable.” 

But Health Canada has been

unwilling to share information 
with lower levels of govern¬ 
ment or law enforcement on 
where legal grows exist, even 
though it is moving to make 
such operations illegal in 2014. 

The fear from commun¬ 
ity advocates and police is 
that hundreds of prospective 
owners could unknowingly 
move into properties where 
their health or personal safety 
is at risk. 

The concern was high¬ 
lighted repeatedly in an initial 
report generated from the prov¬ 
ince’s consultation, with calls 
for higher cleanup standards 
and a registry to warn future 
homebuyers. 

Staff Sgt. Tom Hanson with 
the Calgaiy police drug unit 
was among those consulted as 
part of an expert panel. He said 
even after the plants have been 
pulled, there is a greater risk of 
home invasions. 

“The news isn’t always reli¬ 
able that the bad guys get on 
where things of value might 
be stored,” he said. “They have 
no concern for the safety and 
well-being of people in the resi¬ 
dence, all they want is what¬ 
ever may be of value to them 
behind that door.” 

Denis, meanwhile, said he 
believes it’s within “provincial 
purview” to establish a registry 
of unremediated grows regard¬ 
less of Health Canada’s stance. 

But the minister cautioned 
against labelling homes that 
have been brought back up 
to code. “To me, if you can re¬ 
mediate a grow-op, that’s a 
good news stoiy. I don’t think 
any subsequent owner or pur¬ 
chaser of the property should 


Public op-inions 


The province’s grow-op con¬ 
sultation generated 640 re¬ 
sponses through an online 
survey, 50 per cent of which 
were from Calgary and 19 
per cent from Edmonton. 
Among the findings: 


• 52 % disagreed or strongly 
disagreed with the 
statement that Alberta is 
currently doing enough to 
reduce the risks associated 
with marijuana grow 
operations. 


• 40 % advocated for a 
mechanism to monitor 
a home's electricity use 
and 39% said much the 
same when it comes to 
water use.

When the City of Edmonton 
made a notice of intent to 
annex 156 square kilometres 
of land, from Leduc County 
and the town of Beaumont, it 
didn’t just surprise neighbours 
but Edmontonians too. 

In 2011, the city formed a 
sustainable development plan, 
The Way We Grow, which 
was supposed to guide it for 
the next 30 years. The word 
“annexed” appears once, on 
the first page, in a photocopy 
of the bylaw declaring it an 
official development plan, and 
in legal language that has noth¬ 
ing to with land mass. 

The next 180 pages make 
no mention of needing to 
increase the city’s size by 22 
per cent in order to last us the 


next five decades. That is not 
to say Edmonton doesn’t need 
more land. It does, there’s no 
denying it. 

In just over a decade 
160,000 new people have made 
it home. Edmonton’s current 
land supply can last another 
15 to 25 years, according to 
Peter Ohm, branch manager of 
Urban Planning and Environ¬ 
ment. 

By 2044, the city estimates 
that another 650,000 people 
will move to the city. These are 
generous estimates, but even 
if you go by older projections, 
like that in The Way We Grow, 
which puts the population 
growth at 300,000, can we 
really believe that 156 square 
kilometres will last another 50 
years? 

Histoiy tells us no, at least 
not at the pace of our current 
development, on which these 
projections are based. 

Consider Edmonton’s last

and most aggressive and con¬ 
tentious annexation in 1982. It 
was more than twice the size 
of the current proposal, 370 
square kilometres, more than 
doubling the city’s landmass. 

It also marked the begin¬ 
ning of the suburban develop¬ 
ment that is the norm today. 
The bulky homes, triple-car 
garages, strip malls — these 
are luxuries of a prairie city 
with plenty of elbow room. 

But it also left us where we are 
now, 30 years later, scrambling 
for more land. Now consider 
the newly proposed bound¬ 
aries. It’s half the size of the 
1982 annexation and yet sup¬ 


posed to help accommodate 
double the population growth. 
Plus it has to contend with 
the Edmonton International 
Airport’s noise contours, which 
limits much of the develop¬ 
ment to non-residential. 

So it’s likely this area will 
have an even lower population 
density than in the new¬ 
est subdivisions around the 
Anthony Henday. In fact, the 
Capital Region Board has set 
the density targets lower in the 
proposed new boundaries than 
anywhere else in the area. 

How then, can we expect 
this to last 50 years? At this 
rate of development, we can’t. 
At this rate, we’re just buying 
time. The annexation, should 
it pass, is a great opportunity 
to create denser, less car-reliant 
neighbourhoods with more 
housing options; more apart¬ 
ments, perhaps, to quell the 
1.2 per cent vacancy rate and 
glut of suburban housing.

Steel art pieces were officially 
unveiled to the public Thursday 


as part of the 99 Street Ribbons 
of Histoiy streetscape project. 

Mounted on top of a pole, 
the pieces created by local art¬ 
ists represent the area’s histoiy 
and all include elements of the 
Mill Creek Ravine. 

“The Ribbons of Histoiy con¬ 
nect us and help us to connect 
both sides of our street,” said 
Peigi Rockwell, co-chair of the 
99 Street task force, a branch 
of the Strathcona Centre Com¬ 


munity League, which spear¬ 
headed the project. 

Fifty-three poles and bol¬ 
lards (smaller poles) were in¬ 
stalled along 99 Street from 82 
Avenue to Saskatchewan Drive, 
according to local officials. 

In an effort to further edu¬ 
cate people on the local histoiy 
of the corridor, the smaller art 
pieces made out of stylized 
bark on the middle poles are 
equipped with a QR code which 


will lead people to the histoiy 
of the area once scanned by a 
smartphone. 

“The Ribbons of Histoiy is 
what we called our project and 
ribbons evoke our beloved Mill 
Creek and inspired us all to 
create these installations,” said 
Rockwell. 

The project isn’t finished 
yet, as the group awaits assist¬ 
ance from the city to mount the 
remaining ribbon pieces.

Project costs coming down 


Fundraising totals for the Light 
the Bridge project are moving 
up, just as costs for the project 
appear to be sliding down. 

The project, aiming to light 
up the High Level with thou¬ 
sands of LED lights, has been 
running since early this year 
and has surpassed $2 million on 
the way to its $3-million goal.

City spending $2.5M 
to hire new lifeguards 


16 % increase. 

Edmonton increasing 
its complement to 
keep up with changing 
national guidelines 


Higher national standards for 
lifeguards will cost the city 
$2.5 million next year, as it 
hires more staff to bring city 
pools up to the new guide¬ 
lines. 

The city will hire the 
equivalent of 56 new people 
to keep up with new stan¬ 
dards from the National Life¬ 
saving Society. 

Judith Rohovie, director of 
some of the city’s largest re¬ 
creation centres, said the new 
people go above and beyond 
the staffing needs the city will 
require for new recreation 
centres. 

“It is about a 16 per cent 


increase to our complement 
of current lifeguards,” she 
said. 

The society’s changes 
lower the acceptable ratio 
of swimmers to lifeguards 
from 1/75 to 1/40. The society 
argues the change is neces- 
saiy because of changes in 
how pools are built. 

“Those bather-to-lifeguard 
ratio standards were set many 
years ago, in an industry 
where it was often a 25-metre, 
six-lane concrete pond,” said 
Barbara Costache, chief ad¬ 
ministrative officer of the so¬ 
ciety’s Alberta branch. 

She said beyond just chan¬ 
ges in pool design, the society 
looks at a variety of factors 
to make its case. “We are al¬ 
ways looking at new evidence, 
best practices, and we do that 
globally,” she said. 

Rohovie said many of the 
city’s pools already have low¬ 
er ratios than the standard 
because of the complexities 
in today’s pools.

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Province OK’s two anti-smoking bills

New legislation that would 
make it illegal for people to 
smoke in cars with children 


is one step closer to being 
law in Alberta. 

Bill 33 received third 
reading Nov. 27. 

As part of what cigarette- 
critics are calling the tough¬ 
est regulation on tobacco in 
Canada, Bill 33 is one facet 
of a two-part plan to reduce 
options for smokers in Al¬ 
berta.

tion to accompany the new 
tobacco reduction strategy,”

Earlier in the week, the 
legislature approved third 
reading of Bill 206. The 
bill establishes regulations 
for the sale of flavoured to¬ 
bacco, including menthol¬ 
ated cigarettes, in the prov¬ 
ince. 

“It’s a historic week for 
public health in Alberta,” 


Hagen noted. “These meas¬ 
ures will go a long way for 
keeping youth out of the to¬ 
bacco market.” 

Once the legislature re¬ 
ceives proclamation, Bill 33 
would implement a restric¬ 
tion on the sale of tobacco 
to minors, a phased-in ban 
on water pipes in public es¬ 
tablishments and a ban on 
smoking in cars with chil¬ 
dren.

Baby M. Supreme Court 
won’t hear appeal in 
life-support case 


The Supreme Court of Canada 
will not hear an appeal in the 
case of an Edmonton child who 
was taken off life support over 
the objections of her parents, 
who were charged in her death.

An Israeli rabbinic court has 
fined a woman hundreds of 
dollars for refusing to circum¬ 
cise her baby son, officials said 
Thursday, in a landmark case 
that has sparked a new uproar 
over the role of religion in the 
Jewish state. 

The case shines a spotlight 
on a long-running debate over 
religious coercion in Israel,

ist. Most Israelis are secular, but founders 
gave Judaism a formal place in the nation. 

where generations of leaders 
have struggled to find a bal¬ 
ance between the countiy’s 
Jewish and democratic char¬ 
acter. 

The matter ended up in 
the rabbinic court as part of 
an ongoing divorce battle. The 
woman announced her refus¬ 
al to circumcise the boy, say¬ 


ing she did not wish to harm 
him. The Israeli rabbinate’s 
high court ruled last week 
the circumcision was for the 
child’s welfare and that the 
woman must pay the equiva¬ 
lent of nearly $150 each day 
she refuses the circumcision. 

“The decision is not based 
only on religious law. It is for 
the welfare of a Jewish child 
in Israel not to be different 
from his peers in this matter,” 
said Shimon Yaalcovi, legal ad¬ 
viser to the rabbinical court. 
He said it was the first time 
a religious court in Israel has 
punished a parent for refusing 
to circumcise. A year ago, a 
civil court also ruled in favour 
of circumcision in a dispute.

METRO IN HALIFAX 


The case of a New Brunswick 
Mountie who’s reportedly 
been told he cannot smoke 
the drug while in uniform 
underscores the need for em¬ 
ployers to better understand 
medicinal marijuana, an ad¬ 
vocate for medical cannabis 
said Thursday. 

Adam Greenblatt of the 
Canadian Association of Med¬ 
ical Cannabis Dispensaries, 
said the RCMP should allow 
Cpl. Ron Francis to smoke in 
uniform providing he is not 
impaired. “If this officer was 
a diabetic, would they pre¬ 
vent him from using insulin 


on the job?” Greenblatt said. 

Francis told the CBC that 
there’s no policy in the RCMP 
that prevents him from smok¬ 
ing his doctor-prescribed ma¬ 
rijuana in public or while 
wearing his uniform. Their 
report said Francis is assigned 
to administrative duty. He 
uses pot to treat post-trau¬ 
matic stress disorder. 

RCMP deputy commis¬ 
sioner Gilles Moreau told CBC 
Francis should not use ma¬ 
rijuana in uniform and the 
force is reviewing its internal 
policies on the matter.

Tories block key witness 
on alleged interference 


Workers walk out after 
colleague’s suicide 



Conservative senators 
blocked a bid Thursday to 
have a key figure from the 
audit firm Deloitte testify 
about alleged interference 
into the review of Sen. Mike 
Duffy’s expenses. 

The move came as the 
Senate’s internal economy 
committee heard from 
three other Deloitte part¬ 
ners about the audit they 
had done into Duffy’s living 
claims between February 
and May. 

Deloitte’s Gary Timm 
confirmed what had been 
revealed in a police report 
last week — that Michael 
Runia, one of the firm’s 
managing partners, called 
him to inquire about the 
Duffy audit. Runia was not a 
member of the audit team. 

An RCMP court filing last 
week revealed that Runia 
made the call at the request 
of Conservative Sen. Irv¬ 
ing Gerstein, who in turn 
had been prompted by the 
Prime Minister’s Office. 

“As I indicated before, 


he wanted to know if Sen. 
Duffy were to repay (his ex¬ 
penses), how much would it 
amount to,” Timm said of 
Runia. 

“I said I couldn’t tell 
him, I couldn’t disclose any 
confidential information to 
him — that was the gist of 
the conversation.” 

Timm said that he noti¬ 
fied others at the firm 
about the call, but no report 
was made back to the Sen¬ 
ate committee — Deloitte’s 
client — about the matter. 

When Liberal Sen. 
George Furey later moved 
to have Runia appear to an¬ 
swer questions, Sen. Gerald 
Comeau, the Conservative 
chairman of the committee, 
ruled against him, saying 
it’s not the committee’s job 
to conduct police-style in¬ 
vestigations. 

A subsequent vote, 
which included Comeau’s 
Conservative colleagues, 
upheld the ruling, much to 
Furey’s disappointment.

Halifax. One employee 
says management 
harassed Peter 
MacKenzie to get him 
to retire sooner 




Nearly 200 workers at the Irv¬ 
ing Shipyard in Halifax walked 
off the job Thursday morning 
after employees said resent¬ 
ment “boiled over” when they 
learned a co-worker had killed 
himself following a suspen¬ 
sion, and what they say was 
months of harassment by man¬ 
agement. 

A shipyard worker who 
preferred not to give his 
name said he “almost cried 
right on the spot” when he 
heard of the death of Peter 
MacKenzie, whom he said he 


worked with for 25 years. 

“He was singled out and ha¬ 
rassed in many regards,” said 
the man. “We’ve had enough 
and it’s as simple as that.... It 
boiled over.” 

Workers left their jobs 
around 7:30 a.m., lining both 
sides of Barrington Street at the 
bottom of Devonshire Avenue 
and crossing the street each 
time the lights changed. 

Union president Cliff Pick- 
rem said MacKenzie was sus¬ 
pended for 30 days due to poor 


workmanship on his scaffold¬ 
ing Tuesday, but later heard 
an engineer say the work was 
“quite up to standard.” 

In a statement, Irving said 
“It is not appropriate to speak 
about details regarding individ¬ 
ual employees.” 

Halifax RCMP spokesman 
Cpl. Scott MacRae said they re¬ 
ceived a suicide call for a home 
in Eastern Passage on Wednes¬ 
day at 2:30 p.m. and found a 
58-year-old man dead. 

Metro reached out to the 


victim’s family, who preferred 
not to comment. 

Tyler Stewart, 29, was 
among many who said the 
company has become much 
harsher and more disciplin- 
aiy in the last year and a half 
since Irving won the national 
shipbuilding contract and new 
management came in. 

“A lot of the older gentle¬ 
men, they’re tiying to almost 
make them retire ... they want 
to make their lives miserable,” 
Stewart said. “Unfortunately it 
has to come to this to make a 
better situation.” 

Pickrem and national union 
rep Rick Rose came from nego¬ 
tiations just before noon and 
said Irving’s president was fly¬ 
ing to Halifax. They told the 
crowd management under¬ 
stood their frustration, but was 
asking eveiyone to continue 
working. 

Many shouted “no way” and 
left the property, saying they 
would return Friday.

Canada offers many oppor¬ 
tunities, but for one arrival 
from the troubled Middle 
East the change has been es¬ 
pecially profound. 

“In my culture, you’re not 
even allowed to wear a bi¬ 
kini,” said Saadiya Ghanem. 
“My parents were shocked.” 

Once, she was an Iraqi 
refugee in a camp in Syria. 
Now she’s heading to Can¬ 
ada’s national champion¬ 
ships for fitness enthusiasts 
— in bikinis. 

Ghanem, 29, a retail store 
manager in London, Ont., 
has earned a place in the 
Bikini, Figure, Fitness and 
Physique Championships 
in Edmonton next July. She 
qualified at a provincial con¬ 
test in Toronto after beating 



25 other women in a local 
competition. 

When she was five years 
old, soon after Iraq invad¬ 
ed Kuwait, Ghanem was 
woken late at night by her 
parents. 

“My dad was going to be 
taken away from us to be 
put in the army,” she said. 
“He knew he wasn’t going 
to come back. We decided 
one night that we needed to 
leave.” 

So they did. It was a six- 
hour walk in the rain, at 
night, but eventually they 
found themselves in a refu¬ 
gee camp. They stayed there 
for nine years.

It was basic, said a tear¬ 
ful Ghanem, with almost no 
health care and little educa¬ 
tion. She helped her mother 
as best she could but when 
the Canadian government 
sponsored them to come to 
Canada as refugees in 1999, 
the family of seven children 
and two adults jumped at the 
chance. 

It was, of course, life- 
changing. 

“There are just so many 
things that are better 
about Canada that I can’t 
even name,” said Ghanem, 
who was then 17. “The people 
here are amazing. There’s so 
much more freedom.” 

And that freedom in¬ 
cludes the chance to take 
part in the contest that sees 
people judged on fitness and 
physique. 

It’s different from body¬ 
building, says Ghanem, 
because it’s not so much 
about muscle. She says 
it’s all about health, and 
she owes her health to Can¬ 
ada. 

She said: “When I ar¬ 
rived in Toronto and got in 
the taxi, I was like, ‘Wow.’ It 
was like something I never 
thought I would see. 

“I thought I would be in 
the camp forever.”

Imagine if citizens could single- 
handedly take action to avert 
climate change. By doing so, 
they would save rivers and 
lakes, help the world feed its 
growing population, and get a 
lot healthier in the process. 

The solution, say many 
environmentalists, is to stop 
eating meat. Its production 
accounts for 18 per cent of 
human-caused greenhouse gas 
emissions, according to figures 
from the Washington-based 
environmental group World- 
watch Institute. That’s more 
than air travel, for example. 

“Both animals and fertil¬ 
izers emit greenhouse gases,” 
notes Reyes Tirado, a scientist 
at Greenpeace. “And nitrogen 
and phosphorous from manure 
pollutes water.” 

Meat production currently 
takes up 75 per cent of the 
world’s agricultural land, and 
causes deforestation as more 
and more land is needed to sup¬ 
ply a growing population that 
maintains a meat-heavy diet. 

If the planet is going to feed 
an expected population of nine 
billion by 2050, we need to use 
the land more efficiently. A 


new study from the University 
of Minnesota says reducing 
consumption of meat and dairy 
by 50 per cent would help the 
world feed another four billion 
people. 

But isn’t it cumbersome to 
replace meat with protein from 
other sources? On the contraiy. 
Most people in the developed 
world eat too much protein, 
most of it in the form of cheap, 
processed meat. 

What’s more, according to 
the Academy of Nutrition and 
Dietetics, a U.S. food-health 
body, a vegetarian diet is suit¬ 
able at all stages of life. 

But what about the animals’ 
benefits to pastures? These are 
marginal pluses compared to 
the weighty benefits of end¬ 
ing meat consumption. Also, 
the vast majority of livestock 
never graze in any pastures. 
“When people think of meat, 
they think of Old MacDonald’s 
farm,” notes Paul Shapiro, vice- 
president of farm-animal pro¬ 
tection at the Humane Society. 

“But more than 90 per cent 
of farm animals are confined 
to factoiy farms. They never 
see the sun, they never step on 
grass.” 

With the world’s nations 
unable to reach consensus on 
several more clear-cut environ¬ 
mental issues, a global ban 
on meat is unlikely. However, 
unlike several climate-change 
initiatives, giving up meat is a 
decision that doesn’t need gov¬ 
ernment approval.

The first incident hap¬ 
pened Oct. 16. After pictures of 
the shrub surfaced on a local 
blog, the city immediately dis¬ 
patched a landscaper to cut it 
back down to size. 

“Whoever the individual 
was is quite talented, to be hon¬ 
est,” said John Miceli, Windsor’s 
director of parks and facilities. 

A second prickly thicket 
appeared in the same location 
two weeks later, catapulting 
the stoiy into international 
headlines. Even comedian 
Jimmy Kimmel tackled the sal¬ 
acious shrub on his late night 
show. 

“Imagine being the gar¬ 
dener who has to circumcise a 


bush,” Kimmel joked. 

Although the second plant 
did bear a resemblance to 
the first, the city maintains it 
wasn’t the work of vandals. 

“I think it’s just someone’s 
imagination,” Miceli said at the 
time. “It’s the same bush that’s 
been there for 20 years, and 
I’ve been assured that it hasn’t 
changed in appearance.” 

However, the lewd land¬ 
scaping didn’t stop there. On 
Nov. 21, someone dropped off a 
series of garland-covered letters 
spelling out the word “penis” 
on the riverfront. 

Whether the most recent 
prank was the work of the 
original culprit, or simply a 
tribute, Miceli said his patience 
for penis jokes has worn thin. 
He’s ordered staff to dig up the 
bushes and replaced them with 
tulips, which he believes will be 
harder to vandalize.

The Sunday Assembly started 
small in 2012, hosting monthly 
ceremonies at a deconsecrated 
church in a chic London, Eng¬ 
land, suburb. Founded by co¬ 
medians Sanderson Jones and 
Pippa Evans, the events sought 
to combine the warmth of a 
congregation with irreverent 
entertainment, featuring songs 
and life-affirming lectures. 

As word spread, the assem¬ 
bly became a community of 
active participants, inspired 
by the mantra of “live better, 
help often, wonder more.” The 
local city council reclaimed 
their venue, but the assembly, 
undeterred, found new homes 
across London, the United King¬ 
dom and beyond, as eager fol¬ 
lowers joined the movement 
and founded their own chap¬ 



ters. In the past two months, 
affiliated Sunday Assemblies 
have opened in 22 cities across 
five countries. 

The creators deny that their 
idea has become another reli¬ 
gion; they say they simply wish 
to provide the social hub mis¬ 
sing in many godless commun¬ 
ities. “We are bom from noth¬ 


ing and go to nothing. Let’s 
enjoy it together,” proclaims 
the first of their 10 “command¬ 
ments.” 

The Sunday Assembly now 
claims to be “the fastest-grow¬ 
ing church in the world,” cit¬ 
ing a “3,000 per cent growth 
rate” in the past year. Jones and 
Evans have spent much of 2013 


on tour — from the U.S. Bible 
Belt to the Australian outback 
— that will extend the reach 
further still. 

The movement has not been 
without its critics, and the com¬ 
edians are frequently heckled 
in traditionally religious areas, 
but the concept is now firmly 
established.

New iPhone app warns 
of proximity to disease 


Don’t expect to find “Bieber 
Fever” or “drunken stupor” 
on a new iPhone app that 
issues real-time alerts when 
you are approaching a large 
mass of unwell people. 

You can, however, find 
when you’re entering a sick 
zone rife with asthma, bron¬ 
chitis, chicken pox, common 
cold, cough, croup, ear in¬ 
fection, fever, and plenty of 
other maladies. 

Baltimore-based Siclc- 
weather.com has just 
launched an iPhone app that 
filters through social media 
comments on Twitter, Face- 
book and Apple’s notification 
and geofencing technologies 
to issue real-time notifica¬ 
tions on phones, warning of 
closeness to disease areas. 

It’s available in the App 
Store as a free download. 

“It’s a neat idea,” says Abe 
Oudshoorn, an assistant pro¬ 
fessor of nursing at The Uni¬ 
versity of Western Ontario in 
London. 

Oudshoorn, who teaches 
community-health planning, 



says he expects this sort of 
information sharing to grow. 

“It’s not going to go back¬ 
wards,” Oudshoorn says. 
“We’re not going to see the 
decline of data. We’re going 
to see continuous new plat¬ 
forms for sharing data.” 

Oudshoorn says there are 
now minimal mandatoiy re¬ 
quirements for the public re¬ 
porting of health data which 
creates openings for private 
sharing of health informa¬ 
tion. “We need eveiyone to be 
a more active participant in 
their own health,” Oudshoo¬ 
rn says.

Migrant crash survivor 
wants future in Canada

Juan Jose Ariza survived a col¬ 
lision that killed 10 people 
outside of Stratford in Feb¬ 
ruary 2012. He spent the fol¬ 
lowing 18 months in agony 
willing his broken body to 
heal in a London long-term 
care facility. 

But the one foe he hasn’t 
been able to beat is the Can¬ 
adian government. 

Not yet, anyway. 

Ariza and 12 other mi¬ 
grant workers had finished 
their shift of vaccinating 
chickens when their ex¬ 



tended van ran a stop sign 
and was crushed by a truck 
driven by a London man, 
who also died. 

Only Ariza and two other 
workers survived the car¬ 
nage. 

While recovering, Ariza 
was separated from his wife 
and young son. His work visa 
had expired and he wasn’t 
going to be granted another 
one due to his injuries. 

That meant that if he left 
the countiy, he would likely 
not be allowed to re-enter it 
again. He wanted to bring 
his wife Edith and son Fla- 
vio here on humanitarian 
grounds because his injuries 
occurred while working in 
this country. London North 
Centre MP Susan Truppe said 
there’s reason to be optimis¬ 
tic about a future for him 
in Canada. “He hasn’t been 
turned down and the file 
is still active, so things are 
moving along well.”

Technology may have 
killed off VHS but not 
before a cursed videotape 
knocked off a few of its 
own victims. The Ring, an 
American adaptation of the 
1998 Japanese horror film 
Ringu, stars Naomi Watts 
as a journalist investigating 
the urban legend of a tape 
that kills viewers seven 
days after popping it into 
the VCR. “You start to play 
it, and it’s like somebody’s 
nightmare!” No, it’s not a 
badly dubbed copy of Rhine¬ 
stone, it’s a series of surreal 
images from a dead girl’s 
life. It’s creepy until the last 
half-hour — that’s when the 
VCR’s fast forward button 
comes in handy. 



The Toxic 
Avenger 

Set in Tromaville, 

New Jersey The Toxic 
Avenger is the story of 
a 90-pound weakling 
who morphs into the 
lumpy-headed titular 
title character. Fighting 
corruption by spilling 
loads of fake blood, 
plunging hands into 
deep fryers and crush¬ 
ing a head, his methods 
provide unforgettable 
B-movie cheap thrills. 
That last effect — it’s a 
melon in a wig — is a 
timeless VHS classic and 
is actually enhanced by 
watching it on a grainy 
video tape.

An unopened copy of it 
will set you back $10,000 
on eBay, but why would 
you want an unopened 
copy of one of director 
David Cronenberg’s best 
films? 



The Decline of 
Western Civilization 
Part II:The Metal 
Years 

One of the main benefits of 
VHS tape is that it always 
stays at the point at which 
you left it. Snap it off at the 
20-minute mark, go back to 
it 20 years later and it will 
still be EXACTLY where you 
left off. In a way it’s kind 
of like hair metal, a genre 
that has loudly and proudly 
stayed stalled in the 1980s. 
Fans of bands like Poison 
and WA.S.P. will want to 
rev up a VHS of The Decline 
of Western Civilization Part 
II: The Metal Years, because 
it rocks too hard to be 
released on DVD.

The 1980s VHS boom 
gave us the dreaded 
direct-to-video movie 
and produced many 
bad flicks, countless of 
which had names that 
closely echoed those of 
big theatrical hits.

The above describes an 
event last year thrown by 
Secret Cinema, an arm of 
Future Cinema, the com¬ 
pany that calls itself a “live 
cinema.” It’s part of a trend 
of immersive experiences 
around the world. The goal 
is participation, and Holly¬ 
wood is listening: anything 
that peels you away from 
Netflix, and gets you to pay 
more, tends to do that. 

“I see it as riding the 
edge of culture,” Future Cin¬ 
ema founder Fabien Riggall 
told Wired last year. He has 
since declined interview re¬ 
quests, for fear he’s revealed 
too much — Secret Cinema 
generates buzz by keeping 
the films themselves secret, 
hence the name. But we’ve 
been. After buying a ticket 
online ($60 and up), you’re 
sent mysterious instructions 
about where to go and what 
costume to wear, but noth¬ 
ing more. 

Then, after entering, you 
realize the abandoned office 
building is a living Brazil, 
the 1940s theatre is Rick’s 
Cafe from Casablanca and 
the broken-down school is 
Shawshanlc Prison — you 
roam the spaces while drink¬ 
ing, playing games and being

approached by actors, who 
might send you on missions 
(or devour you, if it’s Pro¬ 
metheus). Then you finally 
watch the movie in situ. 

Prometheus earned the 
company $1.1 million US, 
beating out the local IMAX, 
and had the blessing of dir¬ 
ector Ridley Scott, who intro¬ 
duced the film, via video, 
and donated props (that 
recon vehicle was real). The 
company’s Shawshank Re¬ 
demption experience report¬ 
edly raked in $2.7 million US. 
Yeah, people paid to pretend 
to be in jail. 

Despite its cool cred, Fu¬ 
ture Cinema wasn’t the first 
to be so bold. That honour 
goes to Punchdrunlc, a Brit¬ 
ish theatre company around 
since 2000. Their current 
productions include Sleep 
No More, an interactive 
adaptation of Macbeth, in 
New York, and The Drowned 
Man, in London, in which 
you wander through several 
warehouse floors of a noir- 
ish Los Angeles — a living, 
breathing, sepia-toned Grand 
Theft Auto, where every 
fairground, movie studio 
and bedroom has been con¬ 


structed to the finest detail. 

“We want to almost place 
the audience in an atmos¬ 
phere where they’re witness¬ 
ing living films,” says Felix 
Barrett, Punchdrunlc’s art¬ 
istic director. “When we’re 
directing it, we talk about 
wide shots and close-ups and 
we encourage each of the 
performers to imagine that 
they’re heroes of their own 


movie.” 

The result is a choose- 
your-own adventure: you 
could end up following the 
town drunk for an hour, as 
he gets kicked out of the 
local diner; or watch the 
narrative, an adaptation of 
Woyzeclc, that trails from 
room to room — or end up at 
the bar, enjoying a burlesque 
performer and happily (or 


anxiously) missing the “real 
show.” 

“We want to make the¬ 
atre dangerous again so that 
you’re out of your comfort 
zone,” Barrett says. (How 
dangerous? With all the dark 
corners, we couldn’t help 
but ask if he’s caught any¬ 
one ... you know, interacting. 
“Ahhhh, we’ve caught people 
red-handed,” he says. “We’ve 
had people who think 
they’re performing and the 
lines blur too deeply.”) 

What’s next? Future Cin¬ 
ema is planning a worldwide 
expansion, having just at¬ 
tempted events in New York, 
London and Greece. And Bar¬ 
rett plans to take his fake 
world experience into the 
real one. Imagine this: 

“You book a holiday. You 
get a date, a locker and a 
key for the airport and you 
open your locker and you 
find out where you’re flying 
to. You’re given one instruc¬ 
tion — say a cafe to go to — 
and then the show has begun 
and it’s a completely surreal 
world — and you don’t know 
who is a performer and who 
isn’t.” You saw The Game. 
Now live it.

Interview. Brian 
Burton and James 
Mercer are back with 
a falsetto-filled second 
album After the Disco

The band Broken Bells is the 
guilty pleasure of super-pro¬ 
ducer Brian Burton, a.lc.a. Dan¬ 
ger Mouse (one-half of Gnarls 
Barkley), and James Mercer, 
lead singer of avant-garde in¬ 
die four-piece The Shins. Iron¬ 
ically, the Bells is where Mer¬ 
cer and Burton go for their R 
& R away from the industry. 
But rather than coming back 
with flawless skin, the U.S.- 
based artists have produced 
an experimental collection of 
genre-busting tracks. 

“The record reflects the 
hangover or comedown after 
the party,” says Danger Mouse 
of their second album After 
the Disco, due out Jan. 14. 

Metro sat down with the 
duo in an East London hotel 
to chat the bizarre Bee Gees 
sound, psychedelic experi¬ 
ences and why the band con¬ 
tinues to be a pressure-free 
passion. 

How long did it take you to 
put this record together? 

Brian Burton: Overall, this 
record took eight weeks. 
James Mercer: It’s crazy, 
man. Halfway through I was 
thinking “It’s kind of done.” 
We had a record — I was 
shocked. 


A big deal 


Is this a concerted effort to 
make Broken Bells more of 
a big deal? 


• Mercer: “We want to 
have a bigger sort of 
show. We want to have 
something impressive 
happening and we’ll see 
how it works. It'll de¬ 
pend on whether people 
are loving the record and 
how big the record gets 
dictates how much we're 
willing to put in.” 


James, you said in an 
interview: “We need to do 
another record, for sure. It’s 
fun. I think (Danger Mouse) 
enjoys it, too. It’s like a 
vacation — although I don’t 
want my wife to know that!” 
Does it feel like an affair of 
sorts? 

Mercer: (Laughs) Like a 
musical affair or something 
— you get to run off. The 
thing that’s cool about it is 
that we share the burden of 
all the creative parts. There’s 
nowhere near the pressure 
that I feel doing something 
like The Shins or like Brian 
would feel doing a record on 
his own. It feels like I’m not 
working; it’s not this labori¬ 
ous, tedious thing, so you do 
sort of feel guilty in a way. 

You’re both independently 
successful, so is this partner¬ 
ship more about the music 
(a kind of vanity project) 
than about commercial suc¬ 
cess? 


Burton: We genuinely want 
to make the best s—t we can 
possibly make — there is 
ambition involved. We want 
to do something that’s new 
and different and that could 
be really successful. I want 
this to be the most successful 
thing that I’ve been a part of. 
It just happens to be some¬ 
thing that’s not as torturous. 

I’m not the only one to point 
out that there’s a bit of a 
Bee Gees feel to the latest 
release. Were they an influ¬ 
ence? 

Mercer: It is kind of coinci¬ 
dental. We saw it too. I was in 
the vocal booth just track¬ 
ing and doing a falsetto and 
that’s what came out. I was 
doing track after track when 
I came into the control room 
and heard it played back with 
all those layers — that’s the 
Bee Gees and that’s how they 
did it. 

Will you be getting the tight 
white suits out? 

Mercer: (Laughs) I need a 
feathered wig. I can’t grow 
the hair. 

The video is kind of psyche¬ 
delic and a bit trippy. Were 
you drinking mushroom tea 
at the time of making the 
video? 

Mercer: (Laughs) We love 
psychedelic music and I’m 
not sure whether it’s because 
I’ve taken psychedelic drugs 
or not. Maybe it’s just coinci¬ 
dental. 

Burton: Psychedelic music is 
just experimental with mel¬ 
odies. It hooks you in with 
things you can repeat or sing.

For a while during the econom¬ 
ic slump, the richest export 
leaving Ireland was Guinness. 
Jeez, even U2’s Bono has been 
busking (for charity, appar¬ 
ently). It’s easy to mock but he’s 
minted — and it’s a recession- 
proof ruse that’s been proving 
profitable popularity-wise for 
Dublin rock band Kodaline. 

As an unsigned group Give 
Me a Minute topped the Irish 
singles chart; the track All I 
Want from their debut album 
In a Perfect World has over five 
million hits on YouTube — and 
the indie/follc four-piece is get¬ 
ting some airtime on TV shows 
like Grey’s Anatomy. Selling 
out? No, it worked pretty damn 
well for the likes of bands M83 
and MGMT (music featured in 
adverts) and it’s gaining the 
20-somethings some much- 
deserved exposure on a global 
scale. Anthemic like Coldplay 
and melancholy like fellow 
countrymen The Script, Koda¬ 
line are a band for the weepers: 
their tunes befit those lonely 
train journeys of emotional, 
romantic seif-reflection. Sit¬ 
ting down with Metro, the boys 
chat music getting commercial, 
failed romances (obviously) and 
the dating app Tinder. 

There are some great indie folk 
bands coming out of Ireland like 


you and Little Green Cars. How 
do you think you tit in amongst 
the popular music landscape? 

Steve Garrigan (vocals): We 
never really think about it. It’s 
like eight to 80 at our shows. 
We don’t really know who our 
fans are (laughs). 

Jay Boland (bass): It’s veiy 
hard hearing ourselves in the 
pop context because we’re 
not listening to Radio 1 — 
we’re still listening to our 
collections. 

It’s fair to say that In a Perfect 
World is a sad record. Do 
you see yourselves writing a 
chirpier album? 

Mark Prendergast (lead 
guitar): I can’t see us writing 
a bright album. 

Are you all permanently 
melancholy? 

Prendergast: Depressed, I 
think is the word (laughs). 
Garrigan: I don’t think any 
of our songs are depressing 
— they’re sad but they’re 
uplifting. 

Would you ever consider do¬ 
ing something more pop-y — 
a kind of guaranteed hit? 

Prendergast: No, absolutely 
not. If we were promised a 
number-one hit in America 
with a song we didn’t believe 
in, we’d say “No.” 

You’ve been played on tele¬ 
vision shows like Grey’s Anat¬ 
omy, Mob Wives and Modern 
Family. How do you feel about 
being commercialized in this 
way? 

Garrigan: I remember buying 
the CD of Grey’s Anatomy a 
couple of years ago because I 
like the music. It’s kind of like 
what happened with Phantom 
Planet’s track California and 
(teen drama) The O.C. — it’s a 
great way for fans to be intro¬ 
duced to new music. 


Vinny May (drums): It’s like 
Shazam. People don’t realize 
but you subconsciously take 
in the song. 

What do you think of manu¬ 
factured boy bands — One 
Direction, for instance? 

Garrigan: We’re not fans of 
boy bands. 

Is fame and money important 
to you? 

Prendergast: (mockingly 
quips) Fame is the most 
important thing to us. We just 
want to be famous. 

Garrigan: Commercial suc¬ 
cess is important to us. We’re 
ambitious. The ideal situa¬ 
tion would be to do as many 
albums as we can and tour for 
the rest of our lives, but it’s 
such a fickle industry. 

You’re proving to be a hit in 
the U.S. Do you use your Irish 
charm on the girls? 

Garrigan: They’re just great. 
L.A. girls are just incredible. 

Is it because they sound like 
they’re on a porn channel? 

(All laugh). 

Steve, you had a messy 
breakup with your girlfriend. 
Has she got in back in touch 
now that you’re a little bit 
famous? 

Garrigan: Yeah, she did. 

Fickle. Would you take her 
back? 

Garrigan: No. I haven’t talked 
to her in four years. 

So you’re single now. Have you 
considered Tinder? 

(All laugh) 

Garrigan: I’ve got it. 

When you’re travelling, it’s 
unbelievable. You go to a 
city and you can see who’s 
around. 

It’s good for a quick shag? 

Garrigan: It’s just ridiculous. 
You learn about yourself.

An Australian hotel is 
declaring itself a graffiti Be- 
lieber, despite being at odds 
with the city government. 
QT Hotel in the Gold Coast 
said it gave Justin Bieber 
permission to spray graffiti 
on its wall. The Canadian 
singer and others posted 
images online showing 
cartoon faces in fluorescent 
paint on an outdoor wall 
at the hotel in Queensland 
state. 

After hearing criticism, 
the hotel changed its 
Faceboolc page cover art 
Thursday to show Bieber, 
his graffiti and the dec¬ 
laration: “He asked, and we 
said YES.” 

The Gold Coast mayor 
Tom Tate says the singer 
risked undermining the 
city’s efforts to fight graf¬ 
fiti. “The last thing we want 
is to have graffiti glorified 
and more young people 
thinking it’s a cool thing to 
do,” he said. 

In a letter to the hotel, 
Tate asserted the city can 
insist on removal of graffiti 
in private spaces if it’s vis¬ 
ible from public spaces. 

But in further posts 
on its Faceboolc page, QT 
Hotel defended Bieber as an 
excellent hotel guest and 
said it wanted to promote 
graffiti as an art form. It 



invited artists to share 
examples of their work 
to be judged, with select 
artists being offered a hotel 
wall they could spray-paint 
themselves. 

Bieber performed in 
Brisbane on Wednesday 
and has more concerts 
in Sydney on Friday and 
Saturday. 

The 19-year-old pop star 
arrived in Australia after 
a troubled Latin American 
tour. 

He apologized to 
Argentinians after images 
appeared to show him 
dragging that countiy’s flag 
across the stage with his 
feet. He quit one concert 
early after apparently 
contracting food poisoning, 
and police in Brazil want to 
question him about another 
graffiti incident there.
